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A Proclamation commanding all Apo- 


checaries of this Realme, to follow the diſpenſatory 
lately compiled by the Colledge of Phyſitions of London. 


Hereas by Our eſpeciall Commandemenr, 


there hath bene of late compiledin the Latine tongue by the Col⸗ 
ledge ofthe Phiſitions of London, a Booke entituled Pharmaco- 
poea Londinenſis, pꝛtſtribing and directing Apeſh ttarits the gere⸗ 
rall foꝛmes, aſwell of diſpenſing and tompounding of all ſoꝛts of 
Meditines, and Phiſicall Neccipts, as diſtilling of Oyles and 
Waters, and ſuch line extractions , together with the true 
' Weights and Meaſures, whereby to make them which hereto- 
fore haue bene variouſly and differently compoſed, and made accozding as mens ſcuerall 
fancies haue led them, to the great danger of Dur Subiects in their lines and health; And 
whereas fo: the better refozmation of the abuſes heretofoꝛe p2actiſed in compounding of 
Medicines, wee thought fit to incozpozate the Apothecaries of London into one body, foz- 
bidding all others within London, oꝛ ſeuen miles thereof, to put to ſale any Phyſicall com- 
poſitions, except they were oꝛ ſhould bee members of the ſaid Company ; And whereas 
though the great care andinduſtrie ofthe ſaid Colledge , theſatd Pharmacopoca Londinenſis is 
now perfectedand ready foꝛ the Pꝛeſſe, and is a woꝛke greatly tending to the publique good 
of Pur Subiects; And Mee minding that all falſhood, differences , varicties andincertain- 
ties in making oꝛ compoſingof Medicines and viſtilling of Oyles oz waters hercafter, be 
vtterly taken away and aboliſhed, and that in the time to tome the manncr and fozme pꝛe⸗ 
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_— by theſayd booke, ſhould bee generally and ſoly pzactized by Apothetaries intheir 
compoſitions of medicines and diſtillations ok waters, foz all ſuch things as are therein 
named and pꝛeſcribed. Wee therefoze deſirous in all things to pꝛouide fo2 the common good 
of Our Subiects, and intending to ſettle and eſtabliſh the generall vſe of the ſaid booke in 
this Realme of England ſolabozionſly and exactly compoſed by the ſaid Colledge,doe here- 
by ſignifie and declare Our Royall Will and Pleaſure to bee, and doe hereby ſtraitly re- 
quire, charge and command all and ſingular Apothecaries within this Our Realme of 
England, oꝛ the Domintons thereof, that they and enery of them, immediately after the 
laid Pharmacopoca Londinenſis (hall bee Pzinted and publiſhed, doe not compound 02 make 
any medicine 02 medicinable receipt, oꝛ pꝛeſcription, oꝛ diſtill any oyle, o2 waters, oz other 
extractions, that are oꝛ ſhall bee in the ſaid Pharmacopoca Londinenſis mentioned and named 
after the wapes oꝛ meanes pꝛeſcribed oz directed, by any other bookes oz diſpenſatozies 
whatſoener, but after the onely manner and foꝛme, that is oꝛ ſhall bee directed, pzeſcribed 
and ſet downe by the ſayd booke, and attoꝛding to the weights oꝛ meaſures, that areoz ſhall 
bee therein limited, and not otherwiſe; except it ſhall bee by the ſpeciall direction oz pꝛeltri⸗ 
ption of ſome learned Phyſition in that behalte. 

And further, Our expꝛeſſe Will and Pleaſure is, and Wee doe heereby ſtraitlp charge 
and command that no perſon of any Art oꝛ Pꝛofeſſion, other then Apothetaries and ſuch 
as are 02 ſhall bee free of the ſaide Company, ſhall put to ſale any Phyſicall compoſition 
pꝛeltribed in the laid Booke, noꝛ any other Medicine within Our laid City of London oz 
ſeuen miles compaſſe thereof, vpon paine of Our High dilplealure, and to inturre ſuch pe- 
nalties and puniſhment as may bee inflicted vpon offenders heerein, foz their contempt oz 
neglect of this Pur Royall Commandement; whereof in a caſe of this nature Wee ſhall 
bee very ſenſible : Willing and Commanding alſo heereby all Matozs, Sheriffes, Juftt- 
ces of Peace, Conſtables, Bayliffes, Headbozoughs and other Our Officers and Mint- 
ſters, to bee ayding and furthering to thoſe whom it doeth concerne in the due erecu- 
tion of this Our Royall Pleaſure and Commandement, as they will anlwere the tontra⸗ 


rie at their vttermoſt perils,
